| Arab-Jewish spy ring 


Student leader pieads guiity

Ι yes- 
terday. Haifa Arab student leader 
Simon Hadad, 34, pleaded guilty 
‘to contact wrth a foreign agent 
and to membership in a hostile 
organization, admitting five of the 
seven. counts against him, 

Sentence will be handed down 
later. 

In the rest of the session the Dis- 
trict Court neard technical evidence 
and threw out charges by another 
of the six alleged ringleaders before 
it, Subhi Na'arani, that statements 
‘he made after arrest were obtained 
under duress. 

At the of the session, 
Yisrael Inbar, attorney for Hadad, 
rose to tell the court that his client 
admitted all -but two counts of the 
indictment — conspiring to transmit 


- information of value to the enemy 


with intent to harm state security, 
and conspiring to commit acts to 
aid the enemy in his war agalnst 
Israel. Both counts carry Ufe im- 
prisonment. 

Mr. Inbar made a short statement 
mraintaining that Hadad had only 
been putting out feelers to the ring 
and had dropped all contact after 
only two months. “The accused never 
carried out any of the suggestions 
of (alleged local ringleader) Daoud 
Turki to go to Greece and meet 
(alleged Syrian spy-master) Habib 
Kahawaji," Mr. Inbar declared. 

(The two Jewish alleged ring- 
leaders on trial, Ehud Adiv and Dan 
Vered, have already admitted meet- 
ing Kahawaji in Athens and receiv- 
ing sabotage training in Damascus.) 
Hadad had broken with Turki — 
who will ‘be the main figure in to- 
day's session — at the beginning of 
1971, bis lawyer said. Afterwards, 
he had devoted himself to “further- 
ing Jewish-Arab understanding.” 

CLAIM OF DUERESS 

Turning to defendant Subhi Na- 
arani’s objections to admitting his 
eight post-arrest statements in 
evidence, the court dismissed his 
claim to have been beaten and 
threatened as “a figment of his 
imagination.” The three judges de- 
clared “there is no doubt in our 
minds that he (Na’aranl) made the 
statements of his own free will” 

They noted that Naa'arani was 
brought before a judge three times 
while in the Jalameh lockup dur- 
ing December and January, and 
on none of those occasions com- 
plained of being beaten or threat- 
ened, 

The court came to its conclusion 
after withdrawing for nearly an 
four to hear testimony from Na’- 
arani's interrogators and arguments 
from District Attorney Yitzhak 
Grabli and Na‘arani’s lawyer Ali 
ἘΠῚ. A succession of security 
agents, who introduced themselves 
under various assumed names, testi- 
fied that Na’arani had -“contributed 


a lot of information,” ‘all’ quite’ 


voluntarily, 

One agent, a fatherly man, said 
a close retationship had developed 
between him and Na’srani and that 
the accused ‘had confided to him at 
the end: “Had I met you before I 
wouldn't have come to ali 'this.” 

All the witnesses, who included 
some policemen, said that Na‘arani 
rad been duly warned before mak- 
ing a statement and had freely sign- 
ed each statement he made. They 
all denied he had been stripped or 
beaten, and sald he never asked to 
see a doctor or complained of any 
form of pressure. 

He had started to cooperate after 
he was piven to understand that the 
agents knew a great deal more 
about him, “including some curious 


things. 
THREATENED 

Na‘arani himself then testified 
that an agent called Abu Nimr had 
threatened and frightened, but not 
beaten, him “He said he would 
break me like Abu Hadran, who died 
in priaon. I would come out insane 
...1 was beaten by an agent called 
Mickey ...I was afraid I made the 
statement because there was no 
choice.” 

Na‘arani denied that he had been 
friendly with the agent called “Abu 
Nimr.” He said he had not known 
the judge he saw during his in- 
terrogation was actually a judge. 

District Attorney Grabl, after 
stating that there was no agent by 
the name Mickey, noted that Na’- 
arani had claimed on Sunday that 
Abu Nimr had beaten him, and had 
now retracted his story. Na'arani 
had made his statements because 
he had regarded it to his advantage. 

The rest of the evidence con- 
cerned confiscations: a radio, a 
tape recorder taken from the home 
of alleged ring leader Daoud Turki, 
a book in Hebrew on explosives taken 
from Adiv, and passports from 
several of the accused.

The teachers won a 16.8 per cent 
rise In salary in December after 
their claims of regressing pay in 
comparison to that of other pro- 
fessionals was accepted. Since the 
teachers’ payis linked to the engin- 
eer's scale, they oow demand their 
pay be further raised.

TEL AVIV. — The strike by 10,000 
members of the Union of Social 
Science and Humanities Graduates, 
scheduled to begin yesterday morn- 
ing, was called off four hours before 
the deadline, after a long bargaining 
session between union leaders and 
the employers, 

Agreement was reached on five of 
the issues in dispute. A deadline was 
‘set to settle the rest by the end of 
March. The Histadrut promised to 
ask for advance payments to be 
made to employees — on account 
of probable wage rises to be agreed 
upon — if full agreement is not 
reached by March 31. 

The protocol on the five points 
was signed by the Union and by 
representatives of the Civil Service 
Commission, the Finance Ministry, 
the Union of Local Authorities and 
the Histadrut Trade Unions Depart- 
ment. It dealt with overtime pay for 
senior-grade employees (they do not 
get paid per overtime hour, but 
receive a “global sum”); the transfer 
of employees with an academic 
education from the “uniform” wage 
scale to the professional ior “aca- 
demics") wageacale; allocations of 
moneys for contingency funds; the 
application of professional grading 
to soctal workers; and official rec- 
ogattion of the Union in places of 
work. 

The “academics” expect the nine- 
grade pay scale proposed by Yeru- 
ham Meshel for the engineers would 
apply to them as weil. They insist, 
however, that the lowest grade start 
with a base salary of 1IL635, as 
promised by the Finance Minister 
six weeks ago, rather than IL600, 
which would apply to the engineers. 


X-ray technicians’ 
strike postponed 


TEL AVIV. — The strike of X-ray 
technicians scheduled to start Thurs- 
day has been postponed for at least 
two weeks at the request of the 
Minister of Health, Victer Shemtov.

MUNICH. Eight members of 
Black September arrived in Bavaria 
within the lest few days and are 
believed to be in the Munich area, 
the Bavarian Interior Ministry said 
yesterday. 

The Ministry said it recelved a 
warning that eight Black Septem- 
ber members were in the Munich 
area trom a private source, but that 
the Bavarians themselves have no 
proof that the eight are here. 

A Bonn Interior Ministry spokes- 
man declined comment on the Ba- 
varian report, as did a spokesman 
for the Federal criminal office in 
‘Wiesbaden. 


The Eavarien Interior Ministry 
spokesmen said authorities were 
taking the tip “very seriously.” The 
Bavarian Authorities were impos- 
ing no additional security measures 
at Munich airport and Jewish insti- 
tutions in and around Munich, be- 
cause maximum anti-terrorist pre- 
eautions have already been in force 
for some time, the spokesman said.

Judge refuses 
to quash 
Lansky trial 


MIAMI (UPI). — The federal judge 
hearing the trial of Meyer Lansky, 
reputed American underworld bank- 
er forced to leave Israel four 
months ago, yesterday denied a mo- 
tion to quash contempt charges. A 
cardiologist said Lansky was healthy 
enough to endure court proceedings. 

On the trial’s first day, U.S. Dis- 
teict Court Judge James Lawrence 
King devoted the first two hours of 
the day to hearing pretrial motions 
and listening to a court-ordered 
medical report from Dr. Edward St. 
Mary. 

Lansky, 70, is charged with con- 
tempt of a federal grand jury by 
Ignoring a 1971 summons to ap- 
pear before a federal panel in Miami 
that was investigating organized 
crime. 

Defence attorney David Rosen 
asked Judge King to quash the 
charges on grounds it was a gov- 
ernment subterfuge to get Lansky 
to return to the U.S. from Israel, 
where he had intended to make his 
home. Lansky was deported by the 
Israeli Supreme Court on grounds 
he was a threat to the public peace. 

Lansky was arrested when he 
janded at Miami's international air- 
port after a futile four-continent 
flight to find a nation that would 
grant him a visa. 

St. Mary told Judge King he had 
asked Lansky, who has been hos- 
pitalized twice recently for “car- 
diac insufficiency,” if he could stand 
both the emotional and physical 
stress of the trial, St. Mary said 
Lansky told him, “Yes.”

Terrorists claim 
Lebanon ousting them

In a statement broadcast 
by Beirut Radio, Salam was quoted 
as saying the Middle East political 
situation had not changed since 1967. 
In Cairo, “Al Ahram” newspaper 
said yesterday the terrorist leader- 
ship had decided to escalate ut- 
tacks against Israeli establishments 
throughout the world and inside 
Israeli-held Arab lands to avenge 
the downing of the Libyan plane.

Family sues 
bank for 
bogus $100 


TEL AVIV.— A Holon family whose 
European vacation turned into a 
nightmare because of a counterfeit 
$100 banknote has sued Bank Leumi 
for 1110,000. 

The plaintiffs, Moshe and Haya 
Cohen and their son Haim, alleged 
in Magistrate's Court last week that 
they had purchased the counterfeit 
bill at the Holon branch of Bank 
Leumi, It was part of the family's 
$625 foreign currency allowance for 
8 trip to Europe. 

When they tried to exchange the 
note in Vienna, they were informed 
it was counterfelt, according to the 
complaint. The note was confiscated 
and the Cohens were questioned by 
Interpol. The family then went to 
the Israeli Consulate in Vienna, 
which contacted Bank Leumi and 
asked that $100 be sent to the 
family. The Bank never responded, 
according to the complaint. 

.In addition to the loss of time and 
money in the Interpol investigations, 
as well as the humiliation they suf- 
fered, the plaintiffs say that they 
were forced to cut short their trip 
by 10 days, eat sandwiches. and 
spend the night before their return 
flight on benches in Rome airport. 

In the defence brief, Bank Leumi 
claimed that although they had not 
been able to verify whether the 
$100 note was indeed part of the 
$625 purchased by the Cohens for 
their trip, they had! attempted but 
been unable to transfer another $100 
note because the Foreign Ministry 
had not made the necessary arrange~ 
ments for this, as the Bank had re~ 
quested. The Bank also stated that 
the family had already received 
L422 for the note. 

The hearings will begin at the end 
of April.

attract foreign investments in its 
development schemes, talking with 
American, Japanese, French, West 
German, Belgian, Italian and other 
business delegations. 

Whatever the investment sources, 
emphasis is being put on the dis- 
tribution of the benefits of develop- 
ment — instead of concentrating 
purely on boosting the GNP. 

Iran apparently wants to avoid the 
mistakes made by neighbouring 
countries such as Pakistan, where, 
despite 8 good growth rate, politi- 
cal tensions rose to explosion point 
because of total lack of attention 
to equitable distribution of the coun- 
try’s growing income. In Pakistan, 
the planners held that capital form- 
ation was only possible through the 
sweat of the working class, which 
had necessarily to be exploited with- 
out being fully compensated. The 
scheme was to create deliberately a 
bourgeois social crust, based on the 
rather dubious philosophy that only 
this class had a “propensity to save 
and invest" — habits assumed to be 
lacking among the labouring Classes. 


SOCISEL BENEFITS 

When Iran's Fifth Plan was being 
drawn up some planners also want- 
ed to go ahead boosting the GNP 
as high as possible in a short per- 
iod, ignoring provisions for the new 
wealth to trickle down to the masses. 
The Shah would have none of it. 
He ordered the planners to leave 
ample margin for social benefits to 
the public, even if it meant 8. small- 
er growth rate. The plan was 
changed to put more emphasis on 


expansion of literary, health, culture py. 


and welfare facilities and a more 
equitable income distribution, 

The growth rate planned is still 
11.4 per cent per annum — higher 
than that currently being maintain- 
ed in Japan, but lower than the 12.9 
per cent average achieved in the 
Fourth Plan. Lest year the 
rate was 14 per cent. When the 
Fourth Plan was being drawn up 
Iran had hoped for 9.4 per cent, so 
it is difficult to know whether the 
new plan’s hopes are ambitious or 
modest. 

The GNP is expected to rise from 
$16,000m. now to $27,000m. within 
five years — high by Middle East 
standards, but aowhere near the 
current $302,000m. of Japan, the 
country Iran js trying so diligently 
to emulate. 


NEW JOBS 

Teheran hopes to create 1.8 mil- 
lion new jobs during the next five 
years, but it may not be able to 
find that many Iranians with enough 
qualifications to fi all the new 
posts. Prime Minister Amir Abbas 
Hoveyda told me that Iran would 
have to import skills for several 
years until it can train Iranians to 
fill all the new jobs. 

I asked him if this would mean 
importing skilled labour from neigh- 
bours such as Turkey, a country 


already exporting labour to Buro- 
pean Industries. The Premier said: 
“We'll get them from wherever we 
can find people with the required 
qualifications.” There were even 
plans to import skilled hands from 
among expelled Ugandan Asians, 

To make it attractive, Iran is 
now planning to give work permits 
for periods of five years. While the 
need for skilled industrial labour 15 
acute, a greater percentage of the 
18 million new jobs would be in 
agriculture. Agriculture is conaider- 
ed to be, in Hoveyda's words, ‘the 
Sick man of the Iranian economy.” 
In 1971-72 the growth rate In this 
sector was only three per cent, 
against 17 per cent in the industrial 
sector. 

A term often heard in the Iran- 
ian capital these days is “the great 
civilization" Iran hopes to achieve 
in about four enormous five-year 
leaps. The phrase has familiar 
echoes of LBJ'’s “great society.” 
But if Iran does not quite achieve 
this within the envisaged period, it 
wilt certainly continue to draw af- 
tention by the size of its planning.

THREE STORES 

Mr. Marinov said that it was nec- 
essary to close the Dizengoft store 
down so that the money from Bank 
Hapoalim would be available for 
the development projects. These in- 
clude a 9,000 sq.m. store on Hadar 
Hacarmel in Haifa, a 2,500 sq.m. 
store in Eilat and a 1,500 sq.m. 
store in Kiryat Shmona. These 
three stores should also be opened 
in 1976, the same year that the new 
Dizengoff store is to be opened. 
With the expansions, Hamashbir will 
double its current 25,000 sq.m. of 
floor space. 

Mr. Marinov noted that the turn- 
over in the 18 stores was ILS83m. 
tn 1972, and it is expected to rise to 
1L106m. this year (in 1972 prices), 
about a 20 per cent increase. In 
1976, turnover should reach IL250m_ 

The chain's turnover increased 
from IL66m. in 1971 to IL83m. last 
year (25 per cent), But some 10 to 
11 per cent was due to rising 
Prices, and only 13 to 14 per cent to 
ἃ “real increase in sales." 

He stressed that Hamashbir was 
doing everything possible to hold the 
“price ne," and this March and 
April ἐξ would launch a series of 
“special sales,“ at 10 to 20 per cent 
reductions, in an effort to reduce 
prices before the Pessah holidays. 


Pointed comments 
on pencil shortage 


MOSCOW 1 UPI). — Muscovites who 
desperately need pencils —- and that 
includes draftsmen, architects and 
artists — are in trouble. 

The newspaper “Moskovskaya 
Pravda” said yesterday that one 
Moscow design institute recently 
senta messenger by plane to Tomsk, 
in Siberia, to buy pencils after 
learning that a supply was available 
there. 

“Moskovskaya Pravda” said pen- 
ceils are scarce in the capital for 
‘the same reason other consumer 
goods frequently disappear: in- 
efficient production and irrational 
distribution. 

A factory that produces pencils 
for the Moscow area fulfilled only 
88.5 per cent of its production goal 
last year. 

“It owes 65m. penclis to its main 
wholesale customer,” the newspaper 
said. 

It said the factory lost 3,500 man- 
days of work last year because of 
repeated breakdowns in old, worn- 
out machinery. The factory had no 
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funds for bonuses so 200 workers 
left to take jobs elsewhere. 


“Moskovskaya Pravda’’ said 
designers, architects and others who 
live by the pencil were sitting idle 
in Moscow because of the shortage. 

Coloured pencils, it said, began 
disappearing long ago, with the 
result that children’s drawings have 
taken on an unusual character, 

“If the mother succeeds in finding 
a black pencil, the daughter makes 
a black sea," it said. “If the father 
brings home an orange pencil, then 
it will be an orange sea.“ 

The newspaper concluded: “There's 
something wrong" with the state 
distribution system if pencils are 
plentiful In:the provinces but absent 
from Moscow shops.

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THE OBSTACLE TO PEACE 


PREMIER Golda Meir has ar- 
rived in the U.S. at a diff- 
cult moment, but ske is not 
easily daunted. In a sense, too, 
the tragedy of the Lil plane, 
with its heavy loss of life, serves 
to point up sharply the new and 
changing of the situa- 
tion, and to prevent excessive 
optimism in the U.S. that the 
difficulties in our part of the 
world can be easily rolled up.

While official Lebanon Keeps 
a careful silence, terrorist - 
ers ἐς νὴ claim that they have 
recei forma] warning to cease 
their activities because the 
prospects of peace are increasing.
